ATLANTA, Tuesdsy, April 22, 1884.—On Sunday 
threre crept into [HE CONSTITUTION an article con- 
cerning @ trover suit brought in the United States 
courst againet HG, Long by Mr. Huggins, the ad- 
ministrator of the Riley Garrett estate, The article 
was evidently inspired by some interested party 
and by its unfair statements and more esspecially 
by its unjust insinuations does great wrong to an 
honest and honorable man. Icame intothe city 
yesterday froman absence on the circuitend my 
attention being given to the case itself, I have not 
bad time before to notice the publication. I am 
notin the habit of advertising the casee with 
which Iam connected and dislike to discuss them 
exceptin the courtroom, but Dr. Long beingerill 
unwell, as one of his attorneys I feel bound to get 
him right before the public. 

In 1808 Riley Garrett died in Gainesville, leaving 
an estate of about $25.000 He had no family and 
had been living at the hotel. There were a large 
number of notes, certificates of stock and other 
effects, liable to loss, aud the ordinary of the 


county in the absence of any of the relations of 
the deceased requested Ur Long to consent to 
act at once As tem porary adminis- 
trator, RO ae to protect the eatate 

After consulting several of bis friends Dr. Long 
agreed toactand wasappointed, duly giving aaam- 
je bord. The paper set up 

ad alreacy been fmind by 

al gentiemen appointed by the or 
dinary toexamine his papers and effects and re- 
turn to the ordinary. According to one of them at 
least, Colonel A. D. Candler, it Was wrapped 
around a bundle of old papers, [It was nearly forty 
years old, was very meagre inilta contents and the 
ordinary did not considerit awill Afterwards he 
so judicially held. This was the opinion of bearly 
every member of the bar, and it was decided by 
Hon. Alex 8. Erwin, then judge of that 
circuit, when it came before him on the 
applicati.n for probate to be absolutely void for 
uncertainty and ‘obe not a testamentary paper. 
To say now that Long in any way iguored the exis 
tence of the paper. aud to fay, asit has been said, 
that be suppreesed it, isnota true statement. The 
existence of the paper was known to every one, 
Dr, Long, like the ordinary, simply did not con- 
siderita will. But had it ever been so complete a 
will, the nominated executor was dead. No relatice 
or legatee Was present and the appointment of 
Long under the circumstances was wise and 
proper. No mancould have been found in the 
community with a higher character for probity and 
uprigotaess, it will no do to 
denounce & man because he is willing 
to actas administrator. The interestsof society de 
mand that good men should be encouraged to as- 
sume the responsibility of this necessary trust 
anadwhen they discharge their dutics properly, 
they thould be upheld As to reasonable fees, ‘‘the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.’’ fFome time after 
Dr. Long’s appointment, Dr. Waheelus came to 
Gainesville and instituted proceedings to set up 
the will. Dr. Long, it is true, had made an appli- 
cation for permanent letters on the ground of being 
acreditor. But it must not be supposed that on 
this ground he relied as against’ the 
claims of Dr. Wheelus or his suc. 
cessor to the Hrigation Mr. Huggins There were 
a number of heirs of Riley Garrett, firat cousins, 
the next of kin and more closely related to Mr, 
Garrett than Dr Wheelus They contested the will 
in the courts, as they bada right to do, and Dr 
Long was compe)led to hold the estate. When the 
supreme court admitted the wiil to probate and 
intimated that the bequest was not void, the heirs 
at law were still left entitled to the 
real estate. The will was made in 1884. The 
real estate amounted in value to over one-third 
of the whole, was all acquired after the date of the 
will. The heirs take the real estate by principles 
of law, which no lawyer or court can dispute, and 
in fact Judge Hutchins, whodecided the adminis- 
tration case, awarded it to Mr Huggins on the 
ground that the personalty, whichin his opinion 
wenttoMrs Huggins, was the larzer half, and pos- 
itively decided tha’ the realty wentto the heirs. 
There heirs then badimportant interestsin voived 
and they selected Dr. Long to act as administrator 
and requested his appointment. They believed 
him honest and theirattofoeys knew him to be 
honestand they felt th@t their interests would be 
safe in hishaads, Oae would gather from your 
article that Dr. Long in a small 
claim of $25 was trying to hoid the estate He rep 
resented the heire at law, who own beyond any 
question the houses and lands and rents there- 
from, and hada good right to contest their claim 
to the balance. So far from the supreme court 
stooping to use any ‘‘salty’’ exoressions abdout 
Long in their decision, they say it was with great 
difficulty they met bis claims as representa'ive of the 
heirs, Thos: acting with Long were the blood 
relatives of @arret., and those on the other side 
were Cciaiming bis money under the willto 4 heluss. 
Don’tit iook asif the heirs had some right to be 
in court? But the supreme court 
decided that they were excluded by non-residence, 
andthat being so Long ceuld not be awarded the 
administration, his claim as a creditor being « mere 
trifle. The remark that the estaie should not be 
exhausted in the contest over the administrati n 
was not intended es a reflection on Long, but was 
intended as an additional prop toa final decision 
which the court say they had reacbed wih difi- 
culty. The distorting meaning given to onéor two 
seatences in the decision was hardly fai-. The 
writer was, perhaps, not put in possession of the 
concluding part of the decision where the 
honorable court sey, nothingis decided but the 
new quesionof administration and the heirs can 
sue Huegins es adminisirator and have their rights 
acjaudiea ed. This does not look as if Mr. Huggips 
necessarily took thewhole estate. But whatever 
the decision wasasto who should administer 1 
have written the above to show that Long was 
acting in good faith, that there was both law and 
reason on his side Evenif not fina'ly sustained, it 
was a question with twosides and because with the 
heirs at law he had submitted it to the courts, that 
is no rew on why he should be treated as an out'aw 
his motives misrepresented and his character slan- 
dered in the public press. 

The fact is Long had little todo with the litiga 
tion «xcept to consent toact as administrator, if 
append. and took no active part in the proceed. 
ings The cise took i's regular courssia the cours. 
It was never continued but once on Dr. Long's 
side, and that only forthree months on One occas: 
ion from providential cause. It was fought on his 
side in open and honorable battle in the court. 
room. Tnere was no effort to do anything but sub- 
mit the case to the court, and no desire to deprive 
the other side of whatever right they were entitled 
to bylaw. The insinuation that Long was enzeged 
in an effort to keep any one out of property is un- 
trae. Noone can poiutout inthe course oi Dr 
Long, or those acting with him or for bim in 
the whole ijrigation one dishonor- 
able cT improper acl, or one 
questionable method employed. In his office as 
temporary administrator he has discharged his du- 
ties carefully and properly and preserv d tarough 
four years this ‘arge estate from any injury or Loss, 
Allusion has been mede in your article to »n arrest 
of Mr. Huggins. The case in which,:hat arrest was 
made has been decided in Dr Long’s favor aud be an 
affirmed by the supreme court. The (atte 
court saying that whena temporary administrator 
is wrongfully deprived of property, he hava right to 
sue for its recovery. Atasale of the persona) ef- 
fects of the estate, the terms being cash, Dr. Whae- 
lus had bid off the waich and taken possession of it 
but had not paid forit, which he no doubt was 
intending todo, The watch came into the 
<ession of Mis Wheelur, Br. Lone brought no 
suit until the property had been in her possession 
nearly twelve monthsand untilafter repeated aud 
continued requests toherand to her course! to 
either pay for the property orreturn it tohim. ar 
place itin the handsof any safe person, subject to 
the result of ihe litigatien,. or give security for its 
value. Allof these propositions were rejected and 
he was forced to bring suit. He ad bo 
desiretoannoy her It wes a question of duty 
She was surrounded by friends and had four able 
lawyersemployed.

Ve come now however. to the preseut status of 
affair Dr. Lon last winrer gold bis 
Gainesville property, because he was offered a good 
rice for ita dhe had aright to sell it. So far 
rom doing this with auy invention of evading any 
responsibility, helefta considerable patt of the 
money uncollected in Gainesville. About the Ist 
of January he went to Florida where his married 
daughter lives, to spend a few months, but without 
any intentiou of removi: g his residence. The ap 
plication for administra:ion was decided rbout 
February 25th. Mr. Huggins was appointed ad- 
ministrator on the first Monday in March. As 
soon as Dr. Longe heard ofit he wrete me e:one of 
hisattorneys that he was readyio settie with the 
acdministrater.

now collect. There was one bond of $1,000, which 
was Of a character that could be convericd. That 
was payable to bearer, and to secure that a bond of 
$50.00u. And yet on such a case, with no warning, 
away from his home, away from his papers, pros- 
trated in a bed of sickness with his condition well 
Kkuown both to the piaintif? and his attorney, Dr 
Loug Wee arrested, and this, when he had the 
who.e estate ready to turn over, wheu he was use- 
ing all reasona ie and discreet baste to do so, when 
stricken dowh by sickuess. and when he had no 
desire and could bave had nomat.vein withho d- 
ingit. The stutement thatin any way he refused 
to turnover the asects, is entirely without foun 
dation. During the time he had charge of the es 
tate, he had been compelled to pay out considera- 
ble sums for repairs of buildings, insurance, taxes 
on the whole property, and other necessary ex- 
penses for which be was entitled to be paid out of 
the funds in haud as well as a just compensation 
for his commissions in protecting the esiate. 

All this wasiguored. 80 far from Dr, Long de- 
siriug to hold oa to the estate he was anxious to 
getridof the responsibility, but he dislined to 
have ittaken from bimia this indecent and bar- 
barous way. He wished. however, tv turo over 
the property 4: a free man and voluntarily as he 
had proposed to do, and although he was indig- 
nant at thetreatment he had received he stil at 
ounce proposed through his attcrneys to Mr. Speer 
that if chis cas: was dismissed he would settle with 
the administrator as he had voiuntarily proposed 
to do and infermed hii of the arrangement that 
hed been made. This propomtion was rejected 
but it was replied that if ne first settled then the 
case would be dismissed.

Comment on the course 
Dr. Loug is hardly 
ever his opponents are rightfully entitled 
to they ovght to have But their method 
of procuring theiralleged rights have displayed 
no: so much a desire for justice asa determipauon 
to humiliate and harrass Dr. Long, who really 
wouid have been glad long ago to have abandoned 
any claim he had to the administration if they hud 
left bim any houorabie way of withdrawiag from 
it. But fora iong time, for Ro cause seve that he 
was ou ‘he otherside of a lawsuit and honorably 
submitiiug his claims and those ke represented 
to the decision ofthe law—he Das been pursued 
at every poini—his mo ives have 
been misrepresented, false charges cir- 
culated against him, his character assailed, rep- 
tiles set upon him in his own towo who have not 
hesitated to make any fouliosinuations that might 
poison the public mind, unfsir publications have 
been caused to be made from time to time in the

A Peculiar Louisiana Inustitation—The 
Louisiana State Lottery—What It Is 
and How It Is @onducted and All 
About It. 


LETTER No. IX. 
NEW ORLEANS, March 13, 1884 

All countries, southern onesin particular, heve 
a predilection for games ofchance. It will not do, 
however, to ascribe the desire exclusively tothe 
natives of sonthern countries, for the stern New 
Enug'ander, the Puritan himself, hadonce a pas 
sion for such methods of acquiring wealth. New 
Hampshire, and, we believe, allthe New Englard 
States, atone time authorized lotteries, and used 
them asa means of paying off iuadebteduess. 
ing roads, and equipping fore.s for the defense of 
the colonics. New KEuglaiudand the northern states 
generally, asstates, have outgrown the lJotte ry, 
however much individuals in the cold latitudes 
have a passion for them, 

In Europe the lottery is a goverome: 
tion as much asthe tax gatherer’ Germany. Aus 
trla and Leal all have lovteries that are a “part of 
the governmental svsiem. In Austria loans are 
coutracied, the interest being paid in priz s deter- 
mined by lot, and almost every Austrian and Ital- 
iatt purchases these tickets. fhe principal is paid 
by the government at maturity, and the interest is 
divided among those making the kaa. A man 
simply lends the government a hundred f >rins at 
five percent. Instead of receiving five fiorins in- 
terest he and ali the other holders throw it into a 
pool, and tive lucky men draw the interest from a 
million ofsuch !oaus. Waichis to say, they prefer 
to take a chance of receiving 100,000 florins toa 
cortuinty of receiving five. And so the hundred 
florins bond lies from year to year, in the hope of 
eventualiy making the holder an independent 
man. . 

The same +ystem isin vogue in New Orleans. 
The city issues what arecallied “premium bonds,’’ 
the iuterest being distribured in biocks by lot. 
These bonds they sell the same as other s curities 
on Which iuterest is paid in the usual way; in fact, 
they are preferred. r 

‘he greatest lottery in the United States is located 
at New Orleans, aud this is how it ia, 

The people of the south. Louisiana esp: cla] y.and 
New Or'eans more eSpeciaily, have always been 
Gevoted patrons of theiottery, Enormous sums 
were annuaily sentabroad to Havana, Vienna. 
Rome, and everywhere else for tickets, a!] of which 
told severely upon the resources of the state. 
Pakiug advantage ot this tendency of the people, 
irresponsible lottery companies were farmed ali 
over the state, which were swWindles of the ecom- 
mouest order. 

10 Tem dy this, the Legislature of the State, in 
1868, authorized the incorporation of oxve lottery 
company, to be knownas “The Louisiana state 
Lottery Companby,’’ with a capital of $i,uc0 000, and 
enacted that this Comp:ny should alone have the 
rightto prosecute the business withia the Siate. 
Tae methods of couducting the business were all 
set forth with great exactness, and a certain per- 
ceutage of the profits were reuuired to be devored 
to the support of the hospitals of the city; and 1t 
was also provided tuat all drawings shoulda be con- 
ducted by a Board of Commissioners appointed by 
the State, 

Under this act the comp ny was organiz:d, and 
iis stock taken by the very best citizeus of the State, 
aii Classes of business men being included inthe 
list of stockholders, and the best citizens accepting 
positionsin ifs Management. In 1879 the same 
provisions were included in the revised constitu- 
lion of the State, giving the company the double 
seal of legality, Legislative and Constitutional. 

Under this charter, or rather charters, the c9m- 
pauy has operatec ever since. The stock in the 
company is quoted regularly upon the stock ex 
change, Its stockholders, and those in the mane 
agement from year to year, are among the best 
known business men of the city and state—men 
a only of recognized financial, but social posi- 
jon, 

It is essentially a state institution. The state 
hospital, one of the largest, best conducted, and 
best equipped in the United States, is supporved by 
the Company, not by donation, but in pursuance of 
a provision iu its charter. The payments to the 
hospital are made quarteriy. 

it is a large contributor toevery charity, and it is 
the mostimportant factor ia the materiai prosperi 
ty of the city. Its stockholders are plaaters, mill 
owners, sugar refiners and real estate owners, who 
have au interest ia the city and state greater than 
&uy assOCiatiod within iis borders. Consequently 
the Company is the very centre and heart of ail en- 
terprises directed to the development of the sta‘e. 
Itis the promoter of the various railroad enterprises 
avd mauufacturing schemes whica have sinée the 
war doue so much toward the development of the 
resOurces of the state. 

The company has to-day a larger capital than any 
bank in the stafe, and its financial resources are 
practically unlimited. No one in New Orleans 
questions its integrity. No matter woat may be 
itnought of the murais of lotteries in the abstract, 
the state of Loutsiana believes in them. and is has 
made a giant Corpo ation, and so hedged it around 
that it stands the severest possible tests 

The character acd standing of those who, from 
time totime, have been inits management has 
never been questioned, either on the legislative 
floor Orin the press. It owes itsexistence to a vore 
of the peop'ie of the state. who twice indersed it, 
once by a majority of 69 000 voles: 
hedged with safeguards toast it posseses their entire 
confidence. The mavagerskoow nothiug of the 
drawings; the commissioners, whoare reaily state 
officials, have sole control ofevery detail. They 
have alwaysactual possession of every ballot plac- 
ed in the wheels,and they can reap no benefi: 
whatever from any drawing. Added to this source 
of confidence is the additional fac: that mea of the 
very highest commercial integrity aie active in it, 
owning its stock acd coatrolling its operations.

HOW THE DRAWINGS ARE CONDUCTED. 


All the drawings of the Louisiana company are 
uuder the personal supervision of Generais G. T, 
Beauregard and Jubal A. Early, assisted by a state 
commission. “The managers have not interest 
in the drawing, nor have they auything whutevVer 
todo withit: Everythiog isin the hands of cam-< 
missioners, and they alone manage the distribu 


The method is very simp'e, There are each 
month 100,000 tickets sold. Numbers from one to 
100,00u are packed in paper tubes and placed in a 
wheel, 

The priz*s in thissch« me numbered 1,967, ranging 
in vaine from $75 000, which is the great prize, 
down to $25, the smallest 

The prizes ranging from 325 to $75,600 are printed 
upon slips of paper and deposited in’ another 
wheel, securely packed in paper tubes, as are the 
numbers of the tickets. Ali the tubes are exacily 
alike in both wheels, and these wheels are sv 
turned that that they are mized beyond a possi- 
bility of knowledge on the part of anybody. 

A numberisdrawn outof the wheel contain 
ing the 120,00) numbers, and another out of the 
whee Jcontin ng ihe prizes Both are opened and 
the holder of the number is awa d-d ithe prize in- 
dicated on the slip taken from the largs wheel. 

In the drawing I witnessed. the first nnmber 
drawn from the wheel was 71,511, and the prize 
that came from the other was $25. Who was the 
holder? No one knew. It was somebody. He 
might bea barber in New Orleans. a farmer in Min- 
nesota,cra Millionire in New York. All these 
classes are patrous ofthecompany, The manege-~ 
meat know nomore who hoids the tickets that 
draw the prizes than dothe bystanders—all there 
isofit when the ticket is presented the holder 
receives a check un the New Orleans National bank 
for the amoun: it calls for,andthe transaction is 
over, 80 far as the company is concerned. 

The drawing that I witnessed took piace at the 
Academy of Music, March 11. The theater com 
menced filling up about 10 o'clock with poople of 
ail grades, from the wealthy merchant who reas 
wiue at his dinuer to the bootblack whose days are 
skirmishes with hunger. They all had an interest 
in the proceedings. At about 10:30 a dozen men 
appeared upon the stage, two evidently in charee 
One of these two, a rather undersized man, with 
a sparkling black eye, legs slightly curved, a uot 
large, but exceedingly well-proportioned body, a 
face expressive of peculiarly quick intelligence. 
bair, moustache and imperial silvery white. That 
is General G T. Beauregard, of whom the United 
States knows much. He once swore to water his 
horse ir. the ‘lennessee river, or if not. in some 
other place on one particular night. He didn’t 
water iis horse in the Teune see that time, owing 
to circtimstances over which he had certainly uo 
control. But he tried. 

The other of the two isa very tall man, with a 
head as bald asaneggon top, anda long white 
beard that sweeps his bosum, slightly stooped, 
with a white slouched hat, under which there is a 
face that would mark its bearer as a Baptist clergy- 
man rather than asasangoinary warrior. It isa 
kindly face, with nothing especially chivalric or 
bloodthirsty init, the face of a rather prosperous 
planter who attended strictly to busfuess and 
worked hisland well. This is Generai Jubal A. 
E riy, of Virginia. who had the houor of havinga 
difference of opinion with Geweral Phil. Sheridan, 
in which Sheridan reap2da plentiful crop of 
honorsand Early did nor, exceptasit isno dis- 
horor for any mau to be beaten by Sheridan 

These men were iu the pubiic ge Ze 20 yeare ago 
they arenotnow. ‘They are tosday the commis 
slorers who supervise the drawings of The Louisi- 
ana State Lottery,and they are resnonsible for 
everythivg connected with i! 

There are two wheels ov the stage. Into one, an 
imm nse affair. are emptied tubes of pasteboard, 
which contains slips of paper, on which are num- 
bers rununing from one to one hundred thousand 
The other wheel, much smaller, contains tubes to 
the cumber of 1,967, which is the number of prizes 
tobe awardsd. There i.a tremendous difference 
between the wheel containing the prizes and the 
wheel holding tee numbers. Theone requires the 
muscle of tWo stalwart negroesto turn it, while 
the other a child might whirl. One represents the 
blanks in life, the other the prizes. The pros 
portion runs about the same in everything in this 
imperfect world. It takesagreat many thousand 
men to build a railroad, but ouly Oue Vanderbilt to 
own it 

The numbers are placed in a 
turned so a8 to be thoroughly mixed. One boy, 
blindfolded at the great wheel, takesout a tube 
and hands it to General Early, who opens it and 
announces:it ‘Two thousand one hundred and 
sixty four.’’ A boy, also blindfolded, at the other 
wheel takesout atube and hands it to General 
Beauregard. who, opening it, announces, ‘Fifty 
dollars.’’ Thennmberoef the ticket and the prize 
it has drawn are both recorded, and the operation 
is repeated till the 1,967 tickets are taken from the 
smaller wheel, 

Those present sitand watch carefully. There 
is ne sensation while thesma)ller prizea are being 
drawn, ASamatter of course, there will be five 
or ten minutes during which the prizes will be 
$.5's and $50's, with en occasional $100. These ex- 
cite no special atiention. But there comes one 
which does excite attention. General Early pro- 
nounces &@ number, and Geoera]l Beaurcgard, when 
the corresponding npumberis drawn. hesitates for 
amomentand siowiy anneunces “Six thousand 
doliars!’’ There is a_ perceptible move- 
ment among the audience, fer #6 000 isa very tidy 
sum of money for any one to have. especially 
when the inycstment that procured it was ouly $5 

Preseutly there is another sensation. A number 
is drawn, and General Beauregardisa trifle more 
slow, asif to whet the impatience of the tbrong. 
“Twenty five thousand dollars!’ is announced 
Thatis something like it. Bix thousand dollars dces 
very well as a s‘arter in life, but the lucky winner 
of $25,000 can, ifhs bea man of moderate tuast 
retire on that. 

Still this is nothing. or at leastitisn’t that they 
are all waiting for. Presently a uumber is #n- 
nounced, and Genera! Beauregard,with provoking 
slowness, announces, **Sxe-v e n-t-y-fi-v e thous- 
and @ollars. There isasensation, forthat is the 
capital prize. The one that everybody who buys 
a ticket hopes to draw. Ouly one gets it however. 
Itis Vanderbi't and his laborers over again. 

In this sch: me rhere is one prize of $75 00), one of 
$25 000, one of $10.600, two of $6,000, five of $2 000, 
10 of $1 090, 20 of $5u0, 10@ of $200 and soon down 
fo 1,000 of $25 each, with approximation prizes of 
$750 $500 and $250 

Who bagged the great prize? Who was he orshe? 
No one knows. One man mey hold the whole 
ticket and will receive the whoileamount, orit may 
be divided into fifths, and may te held by five 
persons. in which event the comfortable sum will 
| be divided into five parts. 

rhe successful numbers. with the amount they 
have drawa, are published the next dav after the 
drawing. and within a week or two the prizes are 
mostly claimed and paid. In this case, the capital 
prize went to some one in Illinois, who sent for it 
through the bank in his village, and the sum was 
sent him ina draft. 

What will he do with it? It is a comfortable sum 
to have for eny man, old or young, and it may 
make him or mar him, according te his bent. In- 
vested in first mortgazes at six percent, he has 
$1,500 per year to live upon ali his life. If he be- 
comes infatuated and goes to Chicago to gamble 
in grain, orto New York, in stocks, it will Jest 
him a few weeks, and he will be uo better off than 
before. 

One journeyman machinist in New York last 
year settied down upon $75,000 paid him by the 
company, aud a barber 14 the same city received 
$25 000. What they do with their money is his-

Then the announcement is mide up and pub- 
lished in the offitial papers of the company, and 
the prizes are paid as fast as the holders present 
their tickets. Those nearby come and get their 
movey. Those at a distance send their ticke's 
through theirown banks to the banks here, who 
eollect and remit. 

Everybody in New Orleans invests in this lottery, 
justas regularly asthey pay their rent, and the 
sale of tickets is considered an entirely legitimate 
pusiness.

We have seen the complaint made ia sec- 
ond rate novels that as soon as women became 
used to the monotony of married life, they 
dress shabbily for their husbands and showily 
for strangers. There is really little ground 
for the complaint and it is not repeated in 
any of the modern novels with which we are 
acquainted. The grain of truth at the bottom 
of it consists in the fact that few married 
women can afford to array themselves in hol- 
iday attire from week's end to week’s end 
merely to please a parcel of men who ought 
tobe pleased no matter how their wives 
dress.

THE PROPHETS REVI EWED. 

When the whisky bill swindle was before 
congress for consideration, the newspapers 
and lobbyists engaged in the service of those 
who were to be benetitted by the bill made 
some declarations that are of interest in the 
light of subsequentevents. In the first place. 
they declared that the failue of the bill would 
bring ruin upon the whisky interest, and, in 
thesecond place,they declared that the whisky 
ring existed only in the imeginations of those 
who opposed the bill. 

The bill, as Tae CoNsTITUTION was at some 
pains to show, was in thenature of a measure 
to promote a huge speculation or swindle, 
and now that it has failed, its promoters and 
organs do not hesitate to declare that its fail- 
ure will notinjure the whisky men. These 
men, it is explained, are fully able to stand 
the pressure, and will be prepared to 
pey the tax when it becomes 
due. For making an assertion similar in 
terms, the Scurrilous-Journal of Louisville, 
Ken‘ ucky, and other advocates of the whisky 
speculation, accused THe ConstirutTion cfa 
tamentable lack of patriotism and discretion. 

Asa matter of fact, the production of 
whisky in this country may be said to be in 
the hands ofa close corporation, which has 
the power of controlling the price, just as it 
controls the manufacture. It is an organiza- 
tion with ironclad ruies, and is similar in all 
respects to the organization which controls 
the affairs of the trunk railroads and which is 
known as the pool. 

This brings us to the bitter denials ofthe 
whisky organs that there was a whisky 
ring. Nevertheless, the speculative projects 
embodied in tne bill were no sooner defeated 
than we begin tu hear rumors of the whisky 
peol. A whisky ring is not a whisky pool, 
perhaps, but it is worse so far as any attempt 
to control legislation is concerned. The dif- 
ference between a pool and a ring is the 
difference between tweediedum and tweed- 
diedee. If the organization of the poo! is 
powerful enough to enable it to control 
prices, it is powerful enough to employ a 
detachment of lobpyists to represent its in- 
terests before congress. 

As matters stand, everything seems to be 
satisfactory to the whisky interest, as it cer- 
tainly is to the public. The speculation 
embodied in the whisky bill has been smoth- 
ered, and now the whisky pool smiles and 
gays it is satisfied. It will collect the tax 
from consumers and contro! production, as it 
has already controlled prices. In vrnew of 
the f-ct that the organs predicted general

earioqguakes in general. 

We have credible accounts of about 7,000 earth- 
quakes since 1606 B.C. Doubtless there are many 
that go unrecorded. England has enjsyed al- 
most absolute freedom from earthquakes 
since the beginning of the world. Southera Kurops, 
Asia, Africa and North and South America ha ve 
always suffered more or less from thege visitations. 
In the United States, New England has had quite a 
number of shecks, and one in the Mississippi valley 
in 181l was very severe. California is frequently 
shaken up. Several earthquakes have been attend 
ed with frightful loss of life. The Antioch 
earthquake 526, A. D, killed 250,000 persons. The 
Lisbon earthquake, in 1755, killed 60,000 people in 
six minutes. An earthquake in Calabria, in 1783, 
caused the death of 100,000 persons. In visw of 
the wholesale destruction caused by these awful 
visitations, the people of England have sufficient 
grounds for the gravest apprehensions. It may be 
that the subterranean forces which have been at 
work for thousands of years in other quarters of 
the globe are now about to rend old Albion from 
center to circumference.
